A STATEMENT 


FOR THE PRESS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—-An official statement for press 


publication, setting out the provisions of the peace protocol, was 


read and approved at the cabinet session today. It was prepared by 
Secretary Day, the purpose being to make it public immediately 


after the required signatures are nflixod to the protocol. 
It does not 


give the text of the document, but details its niain points and pro- 


visions. 
The protocol in general is a reiteration o£ the terms of the 


note given Spain with a very little difference in language, though 


with considerable supplementary paragraphs of au administrative 


nature. 
The most substantial difference is in regard to the evacua" 


tion of captured territory. The note, aa handed to Cambou, called 


for the immediate evacuation of Cuba and Porto Rico, while the pro- 


tocol leaves the time for the evacuation to bo subsequently deter- 


mined upon, the design being to have the date of withdrawal left to 


be fixed by a joint military commission of the United States and 


Spain. The portion of the protocol supplementary to what is em- 


bodied in the note relates principally to the manner of the axeeution 


of the provisions of the protocol. 


The protocol provides for two commissions; first, a poace com- 


mission, which will moot at Paris; second, n military commission, 


which will moot in Havana province within fifteen days. 
The mili- 


tary commission is to bo created immediately on signing the proto- 


col. Its duties will bo of groat importance. 
It will settle the de- 


tails of the evacuation of the Spanish army from the West Inclios, 


and will decide all questions relative to tho removal of submarine 


mines, the immediate relinquishmont to the United States of for- 


tresaos at Havana, San Juan and other points, and tho transfer of 


tho possession of Manila city itself.
